It would take a ray of light traveling 


at the rate ot 186,000 miles per second 
three years and eight months to go to 
the nearest fixed star. In order that 
the mind may be less confused in the 
midst of these thousands of sparkling 
points it has heen agreed from the high- 
est antiquity to class the stars according 
to their apparent brightness 
The 


brightest stars have been called stars of 
the first order or magnitude, although 
this term does not imply anything rela- 
tive to the actual size or brightness of 
the stars , those Tfhich follow, still in 
the order of their apparent brightness, 
have been called stars of the second 
magnitude; then comes those of the 
third, ioui-th, and fifth magnitude, ac- 
cording as they appear smaller , stars of 
the sixth magnitude aie the last stars 
visible to the naked eye. 


It 
is generally thought that the 


brightest are the nearest, though this is 
not always so. There are said to be be- 
tween 5,000 and 6,000 stars visible to the 
naked eye 
But when our feeble sight 


gives way, the telescope, that giant eye 
which increases, from century to century, 
pieicing the depths ef the heavens, con- 
stantly discovers new stars. After the 
sixth magnitude the first glasses revealed 
the seventh 
They then leached the 


eighth, the ninth. It is thus that thous- 
ands have increased to tens of thousands, 
and that tens of thousands have become 
hundreds of thousands 
More perfect 


instruments have cleared those distances, 
and have found stars of the tenth and 
eleventh magnitudes. From this period 
they began to count by millions. The 
number of the stais of the twelfth magni- 
tude is 9,556,000 , added to the eleven 
preceding magnitudes, the total exceeds 
fourteen millions. By the aid of still 
gieater magnifying power these limits 
are ogam surpassed 


At the present time the total number 


of stars, fiom the first to the thir- 
teenth magnitude, inclusive, is caleu 
lated at 43,000,000 
The sky is truly 


transformed. In the field of the tele- 
scope neither constellations nor divisions 
aie distinguished, but a fine dust shines 
in the pi ice where the eye, lett to its 
own powei, only sees daikness, on which 
stand out tw o 01 three stais. In pro- 
poitiou as the woudertul disco\enes in 
optics will inciease the visual powei, all 
legions of the sky will be covered with 
this hue golden sand

Charley is sufl'ering from heptizatiou o 
hardening of the brain, as the result ol 
repeated paralytic strokes. He is aboil 
33 years of age, tall and fleshy, and has 
been at home an invalid for nearh two 
years past.
